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Elder  Richards  dies 
at  daughter's  home

Elder  LeGrand  Richards,  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Twelve  and  the  oldest 
general  authority  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  died  Tuesday 
morning  in  Salt  Lake  City  at  the  age  of  96. 

Elder  LeGrand’s  funeral  will  be  Friday 
at  noon  in  the  Tabernacle  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

Don  LeFevre,  a  spokesman  for  the  LDS 
Church,  said  Elder  Richards  died  of 
causes  incident  to  age  at  10:40  a.m.  at  the 
home  of  his  daughter,  Nona  Dyer. 

Elder  Richards  served  for  more  than  60 
years  as  an  official  of  the  LDS  Church.  He 
was  called  to  the  Council  of  Twelve  in 
April  1952.  Before  that,  he  served  as  the 
presiding  bishop  of  the  LDS  Church  for  14 
years. 

Elder  Richards  suffered  heart  attacks 
in  1942  and  1964:  and  walked  with  a  limp 
most  of  his  life  because  of  a  hip-bone  dis¬ 
ease  suffered  when  he  was  eight. 

On  June  3,  1982,  he  had  one  of.his  legs 
surgically  amputated  because  of  circula¬ 
tion  problems. 

Elder  Richard’s  health  had  been  failing 
for  several  months,  LeFevre  said.  “We 
received  word  last  week  that  he  had  taken 
a  turn  for  the  worse,  but  then  he  rallied 
again  on  Friday,”  he  said.  His  health  de- 
chned  again,  and  the  office  received  word 
of  his  death  Tuesday  morning. 

BYU  President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland  ex¬ 
pressed  the  sadness  felt  by  the  BYU  com¬ 
munity  when  the  news  of  Elder  Richards’ 
death  was  released. 

“Brigham  Young  University  joins  with 
Latter-day  Saints  around  the  world  in  ex¬ 
tending  its  sympathy  and  love  to  the  fami¬ 
ly  of  Elder  LeGrand  Richards  at  this  time 
of  his  passing.  No  church  leader  was  more 
beloved  by  our  faculty,  staff  and  students 
at  BYU  over  the  more  than  40  years  that- 
he  visited  our  campus.  He  was  a  member 
of  our  Board  of  Trustees  from  1952  to 
1975.

His  love  for  the 
gospel  and  his  determination  to  declare  it 
will  be  an  example  to  us  forever.” 

BYU  students  expressed  their  love  and 
concern  for  Elder  Richards  in  September 
1982  when  a  large  get-well  card  was  hung 
in  the  Cougareat  and  signed  by  many  of 
them. 

In  a  letter  dated  Oct.  27,  1982,  Elder 
Richards  responded  to  the  card.  "...  I 
would  like  to  talk  to  the  hundreds  of  stu¬ 
dents  who  signed  their  names  and  their 
sweet  messages  before  the  banners  were 
delivered  at  my  office,”  he  wrote.  “I  will 
carry  that  love  deep  in  my  heart  into  the 
eternal  worlds,  where  I  expect  to  be  going 
before  very  long.” 

Utah  Gov.  Scott  Matheson  praised 
Elder  Richards  Tuesday  as  “a 
monumental  figure  in  the  LDS  Church  and 
a  vibrant  force  for  good  in  this  world.  His 
powerful  voice  may  be  stilled,  but  his  mes¬ 
sage  will  never  be  forgotten.” 

Elder  Richards  attributed  his  long  life 
to  clean  living  and  faithful  adherence  to 
LDS  Church  precepts  to  avoid  caffeine 
and  tobacco. 

“I’ve  tried  to  live  right,”  he  once  said. 
“I’ve  kept  the  Word  of  Wisdom  all  my 
life.” 

Elder  Richards  was  well-known  among 


the  five  million  Latter-day  Saints  for  his 
humor-laced  sermons  during  church  con¬ 
ferences.  Unlike  other  LDS  Church  lead¬ 
ers,  Elder  Richards  shunned  prepared 
texts. 

Instead,  he  spoke  off-the-cuff  for  his 
allotted  time,  then  would  often  make  jokes 
about  having  to  halt  his  remarks. 

Elder  Richards  was  the  author  of  a  num¬ 
ber  of  collections  of  stories  and  several 
books,  most  notably  “A  Marvelous  Work 
and  a  Wonder,”  a  publication  widely  read 
by  the  LDS  community. 

The  book,  which  grew  out  of  a  guide 
Elder  Richards  wrote  for  LDS  Church 
missionaries,  was  praised  by  leaders  of  the 
LDS  Church  for  bringing  many  converts 
to  the  church.  Elder  Richards  considered 
it  his  crowning  achievement  in  a  life  de¬ 
voted  to  missionary  labors. 

Elder  Richards  was  bom  Feb.  6,  1886, 
in, Farmington,  Utah,  to  George  Franklin 
and  Alice  Almira  Robinson  Richards.  He 
grew  up  on  a  farm  in  Tooele,  Utah,  and 
attended  business  school  in  Salt  Lake  City 
after  graduation  from  high  school. 

Both  his  father  and  grandfather  were 
presidents  of  the  Council  of  Twelve,  and 
his  uncle,  Willard  Richards,  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Council  of  Twelve  and  a  counse¬ 
lor  to  Brigham  Young,  former  president  of 
the  LDS  Church. 

Elder  Richards  married  Ina  Jane 
Ashton  on  May  19,  1909.  They  were  pa¬ 
rents  of  six  children.  Mrs.  Richards  died  in 
1977. 

In  addition  to  his  service  as  a  general 
authority,  Elder  Richards  filled  four  mis¬ 
sions,  including  two  as  mission  president, 
was  bishop  of  three  wards,  served  on  two 
high  councils  and  was  a  stake  president. 

Elder  Richards  is  survived  by  seven 
'  brothers  and  sisters,  four  daughters  and 
two  .sons,  28  grandchildren,  115  great¬ 
grandchildren  and  nine  great-great- 
grandchildren. 

Services  will  be  conducted  Friday  at 
noon  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle. 


Matheson  proposals 
would  increase  taxes

Gov.  Scott  Matheson  carefully  deli¬ 
vered  his  $1.94  billion  budget  proposal  to 
the  45th  Utah  State  Legislature  on  Tues¬ 
day  and  asked  them  to  raise  taxes  in  sever¬ 
al  areas  to  “enhance”  his  balanced  budget 
with  an  additional  $39  million. 

Matheson  told  the  lawmakers  the  1983- 
84  budget  was  the  hardest  he  has  had  to 
draft  of  the  six  budgets  he  has  presented 
in  years  past. 

He  asked  the  new  legislature  to  adopt  a 
$39  million  “auxiliary  budget”  to  “protect 
the  quality  of  life  in  Utah  which  we  all 
value.” 

“When  the  budget  cycle  began  in  the 
spring  of  1982,  we  shared  the  hope  of  lead¬ 
ing  economists  that  the  nation  would  re¬ 
bound  from  the  most  severe  economic 
downtrend  since  the  Depression,”  Mathe¬ 
son  said. 

“But  we  were  disappointed.  The  eco¬ 
nomy  continued  to  sputter,  unemploy¬ 


ment  rose  to  the  highest  level  in  40  years 
and  my  economic  advisers  projected  that 
we  could  expect  only  anemic  recovery.” 

The  only  “bright  spot”  in  Matheson’s 
interpetation  of  the  situation  stemmed 
from  a  study  that  found  contributions  to 
four  retirement  funds  exceed  the  money 
needed  to  pay  for  benefits  previously  spe¬ 
cified  by  the  legislature. 

Matheson  said  if  contributions  to  the  re¬ 
tirement  fund  are  not  reduced,  the  state 
will  be  $26.5  million  short  of  balancing  the 
budget. 

Money  is  needed,  Matheson  said,  to  help 
the  state  deal  with  the  problems  of  in¬ 
creased  enrollment  growth  in  education 
and  the  funding  of  the  previously 
approved  prison  expansion. 

The  governor  said  he  has  always  sup¬ 
ported  a  “sound  benefit  package  for  state 
employees”  and  acknowledged  that  work¬ 
loads  for  public  employees  in  many  prog¬ 
rams  are  “entirely  unrealistic,”  but  still 


suggested  those  extra  funds  be  used  to 
balance  the  budget. 

The  state’s  chief  executive  was  quick  to 
point  out  that  the  move  would  not  reduce 
retirement  benefits  or  diminish  the 
amount  of  money  available  to  public  em¬ 
ployees  upon  withdrawal  from  the  system. 

Matheson  apologized  for  a  budget  that 
would  not  include  salary  increases  for  pub¬ 
lic  employees  or  increases  in  operating 
budgets.  Matheson  is  required  by  law  to 
submit  a  balanced  budget. 

If  the  legislature  would  adopt  the  gov¬ 
ernor’s  “auxiliary  budget,”  however, 
Matheson  explained,  a  3  percent  salary 
package  increase,  and  other  programs, 
could  be  funded. 

“The  tax  increases  I  am  recommending 
are  selective  and  equitable,”  Matheson 
said.  “They  include  changes  in  property 
taxes,  severance  taxes  on  oil  and  gas,  the 
oil  depletion  allowance  and  corporate 
franchise  taxes.”

Stockman  had  been  pushing  for  cuts  in  precisely 
the  same  ball  park  —  $11  to  $12  billion  for  fiscal 
1984  —  as  part  of  his  quest  to  narrow  what  other¬ 
wise  looms  as  a  deficit  approaching  $200  billion. 

Most  of  the  rollback,  Weinberger  said,  is  attri¬ 
butable  to  lower  fuel  costs  and  prices  for  many 
other  items  as  a  result  of  “sharply  lower  inflation 
rates.” 

The  rest,  he  added,  would  be  reached  by  some 
unspecified  personnel  cost  savings,  postponement 
of  some  military  construction  in  the  United  States, 
such  as  housing,  and  some  other  expenses,  includ¬ 
ing  training  costs. 

In  Dallas,  Reagan  said  the  new  cuts  would  not  set 
back  “in  any  substantial  way  our  defense  program. 
That  still  remains  a  top  priority  —  the  security  of 
our  people.” 

He  said  the  cuts  are  not  “a  ploy”  and  were  not 
“intended  to  persuade  Congress.”  But  any  further 
cuts  imposed  by  Congress,  he  warned,  “would  be 
endangering  the  security  of  our  country.”

Basketball  ticket  allotment 
fares  well  with  WAC  schools

dealing  with  basketball  ticket 
sales  and  distribution  at  BYU.

BYU  basketball  may  not  be  mak¬ 
ing  tidal  waves  on  the  national 
front,  but  for  the  past  several  sea¬ 
sons,  the  Cougars  have  consistently 
challenged  for  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference  title. 

And  while  the  student-ticket 
allotment  in  the  Marriott  Center 
seems  to  lap  weakly  upon  the  shore 
of  the  national  powers,  its  undertow 
pulls  equally  if  not  stronger  than  its 
WAC  counterparts. 

At  BYU,  students  pay  $1  and  sit 
in  33  percent  of  the  Marriott  Cen¬ 
ter.  The  distribution  is  broken  down 
into  several  rotating  sections  and 
student  enthusiasm  generally  runs 
high. 

At  Utah,  which  is  basically  a  com¬ 
muter  school,  the  Special  Events 
Center  (cap.  15,000)  has  a  student 
section  of  4,000.  That  translates 
into  36  percent  of  the  arena,  but 
only  18  percent  of  the  student  body. 

These  figures,  ih  comparison  to 
BYU,  tend  to  be  misleading  be¬ 
cause  the  Marriott  Center  is  one  of 
the  largest  arenas  in  the  nation,  and 
Provo  enrollment  hovers  around 
26,000. 

More  seats,  more  students. 

Student  apathy 

This  season  at  BYU  a  touch  of 
student  apathy  surfaced  when  extra 
student  tickets  were  put  on  sale  for 
the  first  half  of  the  season.  Six  hun¬ 
dred  were  left  waiting. 

The  tickets  were  behind  the  bas¬ 
kets  in  the  upper  sections  of  the 


Marriott  Center,  which  isn’t  exactly 
the  celestial  kingdom. 

But  BYU  isn’t  the  only  WAC 
team  with  tinges  of  hoop  apathy. 

At  New  Mexico’s  University  Are¬ 
na  (cap.  17,121),  the  students  sit  in 
the  lower  section  of  the  west  side  of 
the  arena.  The  enrollment  in  Albu¬ 
querque  is  22,090,  but  only  3,600  of 
the  seats  are  allotted  to  students. 

Full-time  students  are  admitted 
free  with  an  I.D.  card,  and  can  pay 
$5  for  a  guest  ticket,  according  to 
Alice  Allison,  ticket  manager. 

The  Lobos  were  on  the  verge  of 
national-power  status  during  the 
late  70s  with  Marvin  Johnson  and 
Michael  Cooper,  now  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Lakers,  before  the  roof 
caved  in  with  NCAA  violations. 

Even  during  those  glory  years, 
the  interest  at  UNM  was  limited. 

Tickets  not  used 

“They  (the  students)  haven’t  used 
all  their  tickets  in  several  years,” 
said  Allison. 

“Fifteen  years  ago,  they  used  to 
take  them  all  and  we  had  to  use  a 
lottery  system.  But  for  the  past  10 
years,  they  haven’t  used  them  all 
.  .  .  even  though  we’ve  had  some 
pretty  good  teams.” 

In  El  Paso,  the  UTEP  students 
are  allotted  3,050  seats  in  the  12,200 
seat  Special  Events  Center.  The 
students  sit  in  both  price  areas  so 
they  “can  buy  guest  tickets  in  either 
area,”  according  to  Marjorie  Wil- 
liamsen,  UTEP  ticket  manager. 
Miner  students  receive  one  free 
ticket  with  their  I.D.  and  have  an 
option  to  buy  as  many  guest  tickets 
as  they  want. 

At  the  Air  Force  Academy  in  Col¬ 
orado  Springs,  a  student,  or  cadet, 


section  is  not  actually  set  aside. 

“We  don’t  make  a  conscious  effort 
to  sit  them  in  a  group,”  said  ticket 
manager  Walt  Grinewich.  The  stu¬ 
dents  can  show  up  in  uniform  or 
with  an  I.D.  card  up  until  five  mi¬ 
nutes  before  the  game  and  can  sit 
anywhere. 

At  the  outset  of  the  football  sea¬ 
son,  Academy  students  pay  a  fee  of 
about  $45,  which  covers  hockey, 
football  and  basketball. 

San  Diego  Aztecs 

San  Diego  State  is  the  Southern 
California  commuter  school  of  the 
conference  and  of  its  31,500  stu¬ 
dents,  7,500  are  allocated  seats  in 
the  San  Diego  Sports  Arena  (cap. 
13,000)  for  Aztec  home  games. 

Aztec  tickets  prices  are  covered 
by  student  fees  and  must  be  picked 
up  in  advance.  All  the  midcourt 
seats  in  the  arena  are  for  the  public, 
however,  and  the  students  sit 
around  one  comer  of  the  court. 

Each  school  in  the  NCAA  must 
maintain  the  delicate  balance  be¬ 
tween  satisfying  the  students  and 
the  public,  as  well  as  make  money, 
and  BYU  is  not  an  exception. 

“Athletics  has  to  pay  its  way,  but 
it’s  also  an  activity  for  the  students, 
said  BYU  Athletic  Director  Glen 
Tuckett.  “If  we  ever  get  to  the  point 
when  that’s  not  the  case  then  I  think 
we  would  have  trouble  with  our  con¬ 
science. 

“I  think  the  school  is  obligated  to 
allot  tickets  to  the  students,  but  I 
think  the  students  are  obligated  to 
use  them,”  he  added. 

“It’s  like  they  say  in  the  army, 
‘Take  what  you  eat,  but  eat  what 
you  take.’  ”

BOUNTIFUL,  Utah  (AP)  —  A  heal¬ 
thy,  7-pound,  9-ounce  boy  born  to  a  Cen¬ 
terville  couple  Tuesday  is  the  first  “test- 
tube”  baby  to  be  born  in  Utah. 

The  child,  son  of  Claudia  and  Steven 
Allen,  was  born  at  Lakeview  Hospital  at 
8:08  a.m.,  said  hospital  spokeswoman  Gay 
Saunders.  The  as-yet  unnamed  boy  is  the 
14th  test-tube  baby  born  in  the  United 
States. 


Among  the  child’s  admirers  Tuesday 
was  his  grandfather,  State  Sen.  Jack 
Bangerter,  R-Bountiful,  who  took  a  day 
off  from  the  Utah  legislative  session  to  be 
at  the  hospital  when  the  baby  was  born. 

“It’s  a- miracle!”  Bangerter  said.  “No 
matter  what  they  call  him,  he’s  Immanuel 
(a  miraculous  child)  to  me.” 


The  red-haired  boy  is  the  19th  grand¬ 
child  for  the  Bangerters. 

Saunders  said  the  Allens  had  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  in  vitro  fertilization  and  im¬ 
plantation  program  of  the  Eastern  Virgi¬ 
nia  Medical  School  at  Norfolk  General 
Hospital,  Norfolk,  Va.  The  Allen  baby  is 
the  11th  child  conceived  in  the  program 
that  began  in  1980. 

The  first  child  bom  in  the  program  was- 
Elizabeth  Carr  of  Westminster,  Mass., 
who  recently  celebrated  her  first 
birthday. 

Hours  after  his  birth,  the  Allen  child 
was  posing  with  his  father,  who.  talked 
with  reporters.  “He’ll  definitely  be  a  bas¬ 
ketball  player,”  said  Allen,  looking  at  the 
long,  slender  fingers  of  his  son. 

The  child  was  2014  inches  long  at  birth. 


The  delivery  was  by  Caesarean  section 
performed  by  Bountiful  obstetrician  S. 
Ray  Sumsion.  Both  Sumsion  and  pediatri¬ 
cian  Randy  Reese  said  the  mother  and 
child  were  doing  well. 


In  the  in  vitro  process,  mature  eggs  are 
removed  from  a  woman’s  ovary  and  fertil¬ 
ized  with  her  husband’s  sperm  in  a  labora¬ 
tory  dish.  The  eggs  are  then  transferred  to 
the  woman’s  uterus,  where  normal  pre¬ 
gnancy  takes  place.

Soviet  Moslems 
force  in  U.S.S.R., 
professor  claims

Perhaps,  during  the  next  two  decades,  Amer¬ 
icans  may  see  significant  changes  in  the  Soviet  Un¬ 
ion  influenced  by  the  changing  ratio  of  European 
and  Moslem  ethnic  groups,  Dr.  David  C.  Montgom¬ 
ery  said  at  Tuesday’s  Forum. 

At  winter  semester’s  opening  forum,  Montgom¬ 
ery,  a  professor  of  history  and  coordinator  of  the 
Near  Eastern  Studies  Program  at  BYU,  spoke  ab¬ 
out  this  religious  group,  using  an  assortment  of 
slides  to  support  his  comments. 

46  million 

There  are  more  than  46  million  people  of  Moslem 
heritage  in  the  Soviet  Union,  making  it  the  sixth 
largest  Moslem  state,  Montgomery  said.  With  the 
exception  of  Turkey,  there  are  more  Moslems  in  the 
Soviet  Union  than  in  any  individual  Near  Eastern 
state.  One  out  of  every  six  Soviet  citizens  is  of 
Moslem  heritage. 

Montgomery  recently  spent  a  year  among  the 
Uzbek  Turks  in  Soviet  Turkistan,  just  north  of  the 
Afghan  border. 

He  said  that  the  Soviet  Moslems,  for  the  most 
part,  live  in  a  vast  triangular  area  which  has  its 
apex  in  the  north,  in  the  Volga-Ural  region,  and  has  ■ 
its  base  in  the  south  along  the  Iran  and  Afghanistan 
borders,  is  growing  comparatively  quickly  and  may 
constitute  one-fourth  of  the  Soviet  population  by 
the  end  of  the  century. 

18  percent 

Currently  18  percent  of  the  population  of  the 
Soviet  Union  is  of  Moslem  heritage. 

“This  will  place  them  in  a  position  to  play  an 
increased  role  in  the  Soviet  labor  force  and  the 
military,”  the  professor  said.  “These  Soviet  Mus¬ 
lims  live  along  the  sensitive  and  strategic  borders 
with  the  Near  East  and  China,  having  close  ethnic 
ties  with  related  peoples  across  the  frontier.  Thus, 
they  will  be  a  factor  in  internal  development  and 
foreign  relations.” 

Demographic  projections,  Montgomery  said,  in¬ 
dicate  that  by  the  end  of  this  century  the  Soviet 
Moslems  will  constitute  at  least  one-fifth  of  the 
population  of  the  Soviet  Union,  possibly  as  much  as 
one-fourth. 

Montgomery  also  pointed  out  that  because  of  the 
low  birth  rate  among  the  Russians  and  other  Soviet 
European  ethnic  groups,  an  increasing  proportion 
of  the  new  labor  force  members  and  military  con¬ 
scripts  (18  year  old  young  men)  will  come  from  the 
Moslem  segment  of  the  Soviet  population. 

Proportion  drops 

As  the  proportion  of  Russians  drops,  and  likely 
remains,  below  half  of  the  Soviet  population  there 
may  be  social,  cultural  and  even  political  changes 
within  the  Soviet  Union  as  the  Russian  ability  to 
determine  the  course  of  Soviet  life  decreases. 

“We  must  seek  to  gain  increased  information  ab¬ 
out  the  differences  which  divide  people  and  also 
information  about  the  ‘commonalities’  which  unite 
them.  With  such  knowledge  perhaps  a  better  world 
can  be  constructed,”  Montgomery  said.  “This  is  a 
major  purpose  of  a  university  education.” 

Montgomery  has  won  several  fellowships  and 
written  numerous  articles  on  the  Mongolians  and 
Uzbeks.  He  is  currently  writing  a  dictionary  in  the 
Uzbek  language.
